The position of fire chief was cre*-- 
ed by the Albany city council at its 
meeting last night and W. H tSorber, 
who ha» been af the head of tlie fire 
department for many years, was elec­ 
ted to the post. 
An additional fire­ 
man was recently allowed. 
When the council met last night, d 
number of visitors were present, in­ 
cluding John B. Weakley, ot Birming­ 
ham. president of the Alabama Water 
Company, who addressed tlie alder­ 
men iu the interest of water conser­ 
vation. 
Mr. Weakley referred tu the 
careless 'waste of water in tlfe city, 
stating that during the past week four 
million gallons of the fluid had been 
pumped, which is largely out of pro­ 
portion to the population served, as 
compared with other cities. This un­ 
necessary expense could be avoided by 
a tittle care, he stated. 
The council allowed the semi-an­ 
nual w'ater bill of $1.242.81. 
A number of physicians appeared 
before the council, headed by Dr. F.
